A SKETCH OF THE QUAKERS* SETTLESIEST HERE. 


THE HISTORY Or THE 
MEET.VIG HCU9 : IN 


THIS CITY.

In n late issuo of the Standard, it was 


stated that after having been iveld at New- 
port, from time immemorial, tbo next jparly 
meetingof Friends for New England is to 
be beld at Portland. 
The Into sesyioii nt 


Newport was the 20M, moling it.tho oldest 
ecclesiastical body in the United States,\vith 
perhaps tbe singlo exception of tho Old 
Baptists of lihodo Island. 
The 
following 


are BOIUO facts respecting that ancient and 
respectable body of Christians, some of 
which are from original 
and autheutio 


sources, but little known, with some other 
facts -which the subject suggests. 


The first yearly meeting at Newport was 


beld in 1073, at tho time of fie visit of 
George Fox, of that year. It .was held at 
the house of Gov. Coddingtou, and lasted 
sis days,—a very great occasion for those 
times, according to Fox's ncconnt of it. 
Gov. Coddingtou was one of the earliest 
members of the society iu America. 
His 


lot of six acres was bounded .by vhat are 
now Marlborough, Farewell, North Baptist 
and Thames streets. His house of two 
stories was on Marlborough opposite Duke, 
and was standing until about 40 years since. 
Tbe Methodist church now occupies a part 
of this lot, as does also the cemetery on 
Farewell street, which was originally bis 
family burying ground, and in which his 
wife, who died iu July, 1CIG, was the first 
interment. 
He 
afterwards gave 'it.to tho 


society of Friends, and they gave it to tho 
cit}'. Tour 
colonial governors 
hero lie 


interred, viz., "William Coddington, Henry 
Bull. John Eastou aud John Wanton. But 
this opulent aud fashionable city treats it 
with as much neglect as though but four 
beggars were laid there. They have mil- 
lions for tho display of vanity; but not a 
dollar to adorn and beautify this resting 
place of thoso good, bravo and distinguished 
men, who were among tho founders of re- 
ligious liberty in these United Stales, and 
who, twice exiled, with many tears, labors 
and sufferings, saved a continent from the 
shackles of ecclesiastical oppression. 


So of the Wautou cemetery, on John 


street, in the very heart of the city. This 
distinguished Quaker family gave no less 
than four, governors to tho colony, viz., 
William, John. Gideon, and Joseph. Jo- 
seph was a graduate of Harvard College, and 
was in office from 17*i'J to Nov. 7th, 1775, 
when, being a Koyalist, ho was deposed by 
the Assembly and Nicholas Cooke, of Tiv- 
erton, elected 
in his 
place. 
Edward 


Wanton, of Scituate, IGliO, ono of the found- 
ers of Quakerism in the United States, was 
the founder of this historic family. 
How 


sad a sight that cemetery presents! Once, 
the elite of colonial society, with its wealth, 
fashion and highest respectability, might bo 
seen passing up Pelhom, and through John 
street, to deposit its honored dead. Now, 
aB there is no representative of tho family 
left, all is in neglect, and some intelligent 
gentlemen of the city do not even know 
that there is such a place. 
The society in 


Scituate, founded by the Wantons, is now 
represented by that in Pembroke. Tho 
elder Wanton was a ship-builder, and from 
Boston. 


But to return. George Fox, at this tune, 


came by tne way of Barbadoes. 
On their 


passage they were chased by a Sattee rover, 
and though at ono time, the pirate was 
close aboard of them, ho presently 
sheared 


off, without firing a gun, and left them to 
peacefully pursue their voyage. Fox imput- 
ed their escape to tho power of prayer. 
Certain it is that Fox's capture at this time 
by this Barbnry corsair, would somewhat 
tiavo turned tho tide of modern history.. 


There were Quakers in tho West Indies 
t this early period, with whom thoso in 
Newport wer3 iu correspondence. 
One of 


;hem, Abraham Redwood, the founder of 
;ho popular library which bears his name, 
was a wealthy planter from Antigua, and 
educated in Philadelphia, and came to reside 
in Newport about 1730. Ho died 17S8,aged 
78. As he married Martha Coggeshall, he, 
with his wife, were buried in the Coggcshnll 
Cemetery, on the avenue, about two miles 
below tho city, as were also his son T/illiam 
nnd wife. 


There was uo meeting house on Rhode 


Island, at this period, and for nearly twenty 
years after. 
The meetings of tho society 


were held nt tho house of Gov. Coddington 
in Newport, and of Joshua Coggeshall iu 
Portsmouth, whoso house stood just over 
the line, and at Adnra Mott's, at tho north- 
ern end of tho island, towards Bristol Ferry. 
This house, a large rural structure in good 
repair, is yet standing—almost tho only 
religious memorial of those eventful and 
formative days. 


Tho house" of Joshua Coggeshall is now 


represented by a largo two story structure, 
yet in excellent remir, on tho Middletown 
side of tho line, a'nd probably built iu tho 
reign of William and Mary, about 
the 


beginning of the lost century. The property 
is yet in the possession of the 
family, 


and has been since 
1G:V2, n period 
of 


222 years. This old house is ft hive from 
which 
has 
swarmed 
one 
of 
tho 


largest and most rcspeclablo families in tho 
United States. It stands in a little from 
the road, nbont four miles from tho city, 
and nearly opposite tho place from which 
tho bold Col. barton captured Gen. Prescott. 
on the memorable night or July 10th, 
1777. 
Tho colonel and his men passed np 


through the Coggcshail farms 
for 
tho 


ichiovement of their gallant act. 


Jo-shu.i Coggeshall, who was the younger 


son of John Coggeshall, tho first president 
of tho colony, was n Quaker, at least, pre- 
vious to 1GGO,, for in February of that year, 
ho was arrested in tho Old Colony, under a 
law f orbiddi.ng strange Quakers to bo iu tho 
jurisdiction. 
Ho was carried to Plymouth, 


hishorso taken from him and sold for Cir,. 
and ho loft to find his w«y back to his 
beautiful homo on tho shores of tho Narra- 


insctt «s best ho could. He died 
in 


Jarob. 168!), the founder of a largo and 
flourishing family. 


The Friends' meeting home iu Newport, 


yot standing, and in which tho year'.y meet- 
ings havo over since been hold, was built in 
1700, and cost X2G8 .Is. 
It is tho first 


house of worship built in Rhode Island, and 
is tho oldent ecclesiastical building in tho 
Onitcd St»tes, with tho oxoeption of one— 
tho UnitMinn ohuioh in Hingham, built in 
1G80, yet in use and in good repair. 
Trini- 


ty church. 
Newport, yot standing, was 


erected by tho Key. Mr. Honeymftu.in 1704. 
the first jtnr of the reign of Queen Anne. It 
was tho largest r.nd host timber church in 
the colonies, previous to 177/1.

SHIPPING ELEPHANTS. 


A Calcutta nowupapcr says : Tho hoisting 


into the air aud lowering elephants into Iho 
hold of a ship is not only on unusual sight 
'to most men, but ,'Jso a strange experience 
to most elephants. 
They woro lashed with 


strong ropes, slung us far ns practicable in 
slings, hoisted up with cranes with three- 
foot tackle, 'auct lowered into Iho steamer's 
hold like n bale of cotton. When in tho hold, 
thoy worn placed in pons built of strong teak 
timber baulks, bolted to the ship's side to 
prevent thorn from breaking loose. Tho fear 
tho animals suffered wan Iho only pain thoy 
underwent, and by watching the eyes of the 
poor boasts their terror was very ninnifo.it. 
Tears trickled down their mild countenances 
and they roared with dread, more especially 
when being lowered into tho hold, tho bot- 
tom of which wiui sanded for them to stand 
upon.
